Premier Sifton returned from Ver- 
milion this morsing and expressed 
himself as very inuch pleased with the 
result of the elections, both in his own 
constituency and ‘the one in Medicine 
Hat. 

“. want to thank my constituents 
for the way in which they turned out 
and elected me as their representa- 
tive,” said the Premier this morning, 

Both ‘Premier Sifton and. Jon, C. 
RK. Mitchell, Attorney- General and 
Minister of Education, were returned 
by handsome majorities in the bye- 
elections held yesterday in Vermilioy 
and Medicine Hat. With thirteen 
polls to hear from, Preniier Sifton’s 
majority is 233. Hon. CR. Mitch- 
cell's plurality, with a few unimport- 
ant polls as yet unreported, is 337. 
When the entire returns are in these 
majorities will be considerably — in- 
creased. Premier Sifton’s final ma- 
jority will likely exceed 309, and Hon. 
Mr. Mitchell’s will be over Joo, 

In the general elections in March, 
1909, Arch Campbell secured a ma- 
jority over Rey. A. R. Aldridge of 
305 in Vermilion, and Hon. W. T 
Vinlay, then Minister of Agriculture, 
was returned in Medicine Hat by a 
majority over Major F. A. Sissons of 


In the bye-clections yesterday the 
total vote polled was materially less 
than in the general elections This 
was particularly true of Medicine Hat. 
In neither case is it likely that the 
majorities secured in the general elec- 
tions will ke maintained in the bye- 
elections, duc to the smaller total vote 
polled.

Messrs. Charles M. tHays, presi- 
dent of the Grand Trunk Pacific, and 
J. Chamberiin, general manager, 
were in Edmonton: yesterday after: 
noon. Both gentlemen were interview- 
ed by the press, and while wr, Hay, 
was reticent, Mr. Chamberlin gave 
otit some interesting information con- 
cerning the new ‘through passenger 
service between Edmonton and Win- 
nipeg, which will ‘be inaugurated on 
Sunday, 

Mr. Chamberlin said that the com- 
pany was not quite ready to put ona 
daily passenger service, ‘but they had 
yielded tothe clamorings of people all 
along the line. It had ‘been intended 
to defer inauguration until ithe au- 
tumn. ‘The roadbed, said Mr, ‘Cham- 
bert, was in good shape jor fast run- 
ning, with the exception of the stretch 
between Edmonton and Wainwright. 
The steel on two thirds of the distance 
is receiving a ‘final lifting. 

A feature of the ‘time tabie is: that 
two Canadian Pacific trains will arrive 
in Wininpeg from ‘the cast before the 
G. I. P. train leaves for Edmonton. 
A stop-over in Winnipeg then will be 
eliminated. 

At Winnipeg connections will also 
be made with the Great Northern, 
which enters the same station, This 
will enable passengers to make a quick 
journey to Chicago and other south- 
ern points. 

Mr. Hays, when seen, stated that he 
had been ‘to the coast on private busi- 
ness. He did net go-to Prince Rupert 
and could not make any statement 
with regard to the progress of con- 
struction from ‘the Pacific terminal. 
When asked to give an estimate as 
to when ‘the-completion of ‘the road 
will be realized, Mr. Hays only smiled. 
He made the interesting statement, 
however, that ‘the complete system 
could be finished ina year df there 
was a sufficient supply of labor.

CANADA’S RIVAL 


Rev. David Arnott Gives Interest- 
ing Address and Compares 
Siberia and: Western Canada 


In the First Presbyterian (Church 
last night a most interesting address 
on missidi work in Manelitiria was 
given by Rev David Arnott, M. a 
af Diaizgowtle, Puvtkeltrey-Seetlands 
Rev. Di. McQueen presided over the 
mecting, which was well attended in 
spite of the inclement weather, and 
introduced Mr, Arnott. 

During hi§ address Mr. Arnott made 
an dnteresting comparison of ‘Siberia 
with western Canada. Siberia, he 
said, may become a rival of ‘Canada. 
It had the same fertility of soil, and 
the climatic conditions were similar. 
All it wanted, as did Canada, were 
railways. When the country was 
opened up it would prove a Veritabie 
paradise for the surplus population. 
of European countries. 

Mr. Arnott began by expressing his 
great indebtedness to his carly mis- 
sionary ‘training in Western Canada 
which enabled shim to carry on his 
work in the Grient. -His mission an 
(Manchuria was to inspect the mis- 
sions and to report to the church at 
home the progress of the work. He 
gave a brief history of mission work, 
relating in a vivid way the experiences 
of missionaries who were doing their 
utmost to spread the gospel over the 
pagan country, and told his hearers of 
the troublesome times, wars, persecu- 
tion, and destruction of property 
which made the life of the missionary 
one of hardship and a continual dan- 
ger. During the Boxer rebellion, said 
Mr. Arnott, many missionaries were 
killed, while others had to flee for 
their lives, leaving their belongings 
behind them, ‘However, their efforts 
were finally crowned with success and 
missionary work was now going oy 
without any material interference. 

Mr. Arnott also told of travelling 
over that great Russian highway, tho 
Trans-Siberian Railway, which is over 
6,000 miles in Jength. He «also relat- 
ed his experiences while crossing the 
Russian steepes.
